Big Fireball Lights 


Up Western Skies; 
Believed Meteor

Command officials said an 
Air Force inv estigating team 
wou ld be flown immediately to 
the 
northeastern 
Utah 
site 
where the 
object 
apparently 
crashed shortly after 3 a.m. 
PST. 
The command confirmed re­ 
ports the my steriou s fiery ob­ 
ject narrowly missed hitting a 
Nav y plane in an area near the 
Colorado-Utah 
border, 
bu t 
•said it cou ld not identify the 
pilot or where the plane was 
based. 


NOT SATELLITE 
Command 
officials 
joined 
sev eral Eastern scientists in 
ru ling ou t the possibility the 
fireball was part of the Ru ssian 
satellite l a u nc h i ng rock et. 
Other military spok esmen in 
this area rejected the possibil­ 
ity it was a ru naway missile. 
‘T his is a period of heav y 
m eteor activ ity ,” said one Air 
Force 
official 
at the Air De­ 
fense Command. 
A Western Airlines pilot, 
Capt. Joe Seday of Los Angeles, 
said he saw the object while 
fly ing ov er sou theastern Wy ­ 
oming. He said a few moments 
later he talk ed by radio with 
the pilot of the u nidentified 
Nav y plane, which had the re­ 
ported 
near-collision with the 
object. 


MANY SAW IT 
The Air Defense Command 
said it had a list “a mile long” 
of people who had spotted the 
object. Some described it as a 
bright red fireball. Others said 
it look ed lik e a “white moon” 
with a blu e flame tail. 
The object is believ ed to 
hav e 
crashed east of Vernal, 
Utah, near the Colorado bor­ 
der. 
The object was seen in scat­ 
tered areas of Tex as, Colorado, 


W itnesses 
at 
Vernal 
said 
they saw an object that “look ­ 
ed lik e the moon—white with 
a blu e flame that pu lsed lik e 
a heart” disappear behind low 
hills 20 to 30 miles east of the 
city . Searchers were sent Into 
the v icinity immediately . 
Some specu lated the object 
was a gu ided 
missile gone 
astray . Howev er, an Air Force 
spok esman at the Missile De­ 
v elopment Center near Alamo­ 
gordo, N. M., said no missile* 
were in the air at the time the 
fireball was reported.

WASHINGTON OF—Top U.S. 
officials see no present possi­ 
bility of practical agreements 
between Russia and the West 
on major world issues such as 
international control of space 
satellites. 
They feel that Soviet Com­ 
munist boss Nikita Khrushchev 
is not seriously interested in 
reaching any such agreement 
at this time. 
This estimate of Khrushchev 
maneuvers in foreign affairs 
is based primarily on an assess­ 
ment 
of 
Secretary of States 
John Foster Dulles’ talk here 
last Saturday with Soviet For­ 
eign Minister Andrei Gromyko. 
It also is described as taking 
into account the positive pur­ 
pose of Khrushchev's apparent­ 
ly well-planned diplomatic of­ 
fensive in connection with the 
launching of the earth satellite. 
In the American view he is 
seeking simultaneously to im­ 
press the world with Russia’s

States was willing to separate 
the discussion of space mis­ 
siles from the general disarma­ 
ment debate and proceed.with 
it independently.

For Fire 


Prevention 


This is National Fire Preven­ 
tion Week but safety rules 
should be observed every day 
of the year, San Rafael Fire 
Chief C. M. (Fritz) Johansen 
said today. 
Johansen reminded residents 
to observe these safety rules: 
1. Clean 
o u t 
combustible 
rubbish in closets, attics, cel­ 
lars or basements weekly. 
2. Get rid of inflammable 
liquids: put them in tightly cov­ 
ered cans. 
3. Put oily rags and paint 
clothes covered in metal con­ 
tainers or dispose of them. 
4. Keep electric wires, exten­ 
sion cords and appliances in 
good repair. 
5. Keep matches away from 
children. 
6. Have on hand a good gar­ 
den hose in good condition. 
7. Always cal your local fire 
department, remembering the 
city in which you are located. 
Each year 300,000 or more 
homes are damaged by fire, 
Johansen 
pointed 
out. 
Last 
year fire consumed $688,460,- 
000 worth of property, homes, 
warehouses, factories and tim­ 
ber land. 
Each year in the 
United States, 10.000 persons 
die because people forgot to 
put out their cigarettes, and 
800.000 fires break out because 
of carelessness, he pointed out.

AFTER-BURNER BLASTS 
Some 'Sonic 
Booms' Aren't 


By W AYN E A. CLARK 


Have you heard a sonic boom 
lately? Chances are it wasn’t 
a sonic boom at all. 
Air Force officers at Hamil­ 
ton Field claim that most of 
the “ sonic booms” complained 
of by startled civilians are jet 
after-burner blasts. At close 
range, the after-burner blast 
causes a report as loud, but 
not as sharp as a genuine son­ 
ic boom. 
After-burners are thrown in­ 
to use to give jets an added 
burst of speed. Raw fuel is in­ 
jected 
into 
superheated 
ex­ 
haust from the jet engine. The 
resulting 
combustion 
gives 
greatly increased thrust to the 
engine and a loud report. 
After-burners are used ordi­ 
narily in takeoff and steep 
climbs, and sometimes in level 
flight when an added burst of 
speed is needed. 
The report is not so sharp as 


a genuine sonic boom. 
The 
sound trails off gradually as 
the jet speeds into the dis­ 
tance. 
After-burners flashed on by 


a swooping jet can cause doors 
and windows to rattle, Air 
Force men say. 
The genuine sonic boom’s 
charper report often is not so 
loud, by the time it reaches 
the earth from high altitude, 
as the after-burner boom. Jet 
craft 
flying 
at 
supersonic 
speeds seldom fly at low alti­ 
tude because it is hazardous, 
Air Force pilots point out. 
Sound waves detached from 
a supersonic jet at high alti­ 


tude and hurtled toward the 
ground under ordinary atmos­ 
pheric 
conditions 
will 
lose 
much of their magnitude be 
fore they reach the ears of 
earthlings. 
However, It is obvious from 
published reports that the gen­ 
uine sonic boom occasionally 
hits ground with full force and 
sends multitudes of civilians 
scurrying to their telephones to 
inquire of police, fire depart­ 
ments and newspapers: 
“ What happened?”

WASHINGTON 
(IP— Marion 
B. Folsom, secretary of health, 
education and welfare, said to­ 
day Americans can deal paraly­ 
tic polio a “ knockout” blow 
within the year by using the 
Salk vaccine now on hand. 
He warned that millions of 
persons under 40 who have not 
been vaccinated “ are needless­ 
ly risking disability or even 
death.” 
Folsom and Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Leroy E. Burney report­ 
ed a “ dramatic” reduction— 
80 per cent— in the number 
of paralytic polio cases dur­ 
ing the past two years. 
They said there were 1.576 
cases of paralytic polio so far 
this year, compared with 5,241 
in the same period last year 
and 7,886 during the corres­ 
ponding 1955 period. 
Only 63 cases were reported 
among the 28 million persons 
who received all three polio 
shots, and NOT all of these 
have been confirmed. 
Folsom said in a statement 
that Salk vaccine, while NOT 
the sole cause of the sharp de­ 
cline in the incidence rate, 
played a “ major part” in the 
accomplishment. 
He said those who have 
not been vaccinated should 
arrange to get their shots 
now when supplies are plen­ 
tiful so they will get the 
triple-dose protection before 
the next polio season begins 
next spring. 
“ For many years, this country 


anxiously sought the means to 
avert the suffering and an­ 
guish caused by polio." he said. 
“Today, with steadily increas­ 
ing supplies of Salk vaccine, 
the means are at hand.” 
If supplies on hand are used, 
he added, “ It is possible to give 
paralytic polio a knockout blow 
within the next year.” 
Folsom said more than 37 
million Americans under 40 
have received NO vaccine pro­ 
tection at all while another 44 
million have taken only one 
or two shots of the necessary 
three. 
It would be a “tragedy,” he 
said, if the vaccine remains 
unused 
because 
of 
public 
apathy. 
Burney 
presented 
a 
fact 
sheet showing that 25 of the 
67 million persons in the prior­ 
ity one group— those under 20 
and expectant mothers— have 
received all three shots. An­ 
other 22 million have received 
two shots, 11 million have had 
one, and nine million none at 
all. 
The health official said spec­ 
ial attention should be given 
to vaccinations for teen-agers.

Children Pass Smokers As 
Cause Of Most Grass Fires 


There can be few p eop le in Marin 
Cou nty not today consciou s of the dam­ 
age which a fire can do. It was not so 
many weeks ago that San Hafaers down­ 
town holocau st lighted the entire cou nty 
and attracted sight-scers from all ov er 
the Bay area. 
So this week. TYrc Prev ention Week, 
there shou ld be a mu ch wider dedica­ 
tion to fire p rev ention than in similar 
weeks in y ears gone by . 
Actu ally , we in Marin hav e been do­ 
ing a better job of fire p rev ention in 
recent y ears. Records of the cou nty fire 
dep artment, for ex amp le, show that in 
the last 12 months the cou nty dep art­ 
ment answered 303 fire calls of all 
ty p es. 
This was abou t a 25 p er cent 
redu ction ov er the p rev iou s y ear when 
there were 38 7 fire calls, and still more 
as comp ared with 19 55 when there were 
437 . 
Ev en so, there is disq u ieting news. 
Cigarettes and matches, u su ally blamed 
for the majority of grass and bru sh 


fires, ru ns second this y ear to another 
cau se—children. 
Of the 103 grass fires which the cou n­ 
ty dep artment was called u p on to ex ­ 
tingu ish this y ear, 47 of them were 
cau sed by children, according to PTre 
Chief Charles Reilley . This comp ares 
with only 33 fires by smokers and only 
23 from all other cau ses. 
San Rafael’s big blaze also was the 
resu lt of children p lay ing with fire. 
Ou r fire dep artments throu ghou t the 
cou nty are recognizing this fact. They 
are increasing their edu cational p ro­ 
grams, u rging schools and other grou p s 
to v isit the fire hou ses, more effectiv e 
than the firemen v isiting the schools. 
Bu t they also need the help of the 
p arents. If Marin’s fathers and mothers 
wou ld do only one thing, help their 
children to be fire-safe, Fire Prev ention 
Week wou ld be a su ccess. Parents can 
do more, howev er. They can also check 
their homes for fire hazards and insu re 
their own safety throu gh elimination of 
the common cau ses of fires. We hop e 
they will do both.

Seems To Be Cooling

Aneu rin Bev an, long the 
No. 1 “hot head” of the Brit­ 
ish Labor Party , has taken a 
strong tu rn to the right. 
In doing so, Bev an seems 
to hav e p u lled the ru g ou t 
from u nder the entire Labor- 
ite left wing, of which he has 
been for y ears the leader. 
Bev an’s radical change of 
attitu de was made ap p arent 
last week at the 56 th annu al 
conference 
of 
the 
Labor 
Party . 


FOR ONE THING, he was 
giv en the credit for insu ring 
the defeat of a resolu tion 
which wou ld hav e p ledged 
any fu tu re labor gov ernment 
to ban the testing, manu fac­ 
tu re and u se of nu clear weap ­ 
ons ev en if other cou ntries 
did not. 
In an imp assioned sp eech, 
Bev an said that for Britain to 
take action alone might in­ 
crease, not decrease the dan­ 
ger of a third world war and 
might lead to Britain’s de­ 
stru ction in a war between 
the United States and Sov iet 
Ru ssia. 
Bev an, his p arty ’s leading 
orator, said he had formed 
his op inion only after “a lot 
of agonizing thinking.” 


“I AM DEEPLY conv inced 
that the resolu tion . . . might 
babe disastrou s conseq u ences 
throu ghou t the world,” he 
said.

the league in 189 0 until the

Leo Durocher as 
manager. 
Brooklyn won the pennant 
in 19 41, Duroch-er’s third year 
at the helm, and 
has been 
either winning or challenging 
the winners ever since. Since 
19 46 , after losing the pennant 
in a post-season playoff to St. 
Louis, the Dodgers hav« won 
six pennants in 10 years, fin­ 
ishing second three times and 
third the other.

Brooklyn 
may 
not 
have been blessed with top­ 
flight teams at all times, it 
certainly 
boasted 
the 
most 
colorful 
history 
in 
baseball. 
Some heroes of the past were 
characters. 
There was Adonis Bill Terry,

wore a flaming, red undershirt 
with 
long, 
tattered 
sleeves; 
There was Frenchy Bordaga-

There was Casey Stengel, who 
once doffed his cap to an um­ 
pire and a sparrow flewr out; 
And, of course, there was the 
fun-loving 
manager, 
Wilbert

Burdette carried the Braves to a 5-0 victory over the 
New York Yankees today and gave Milwaukee its first 
world championship. 


With Burdette scoring an historic third victory in 
the series, the Braves took advantage of an error by a 
Yankee rookie, Tony Kubek,

Sounded Like 


New Year's Eve 


MILWAUKEE (W—1The base­ 
ball capital of the world burst 
into wild celebration today— 
the 
minute 
the 
Milwaukee 
Braves won the 1957 World 
Series from the New York Yan­ 
kees. 
Sirens screamed, car horns 
blasted across the city, office 
workers dumped bushels' of 
confetti and stationery out of 
the windows along Wisconsin 
avenue, young and old danced 
in the streets. 
A long line of girls in white 
dresses snake-danced d o w n 
Wisconsin 
avenue, tying up 
traffic. 
Policemen were grin­ 
ning so broadly they could 
hardly direct traffic. 
Gov. Vernon Thomson spoke 
up quickly from Madison: “By 
winning the World Series, the 
Braves have done more than 
become w o r l d champions.” 
The celebration came like an 
explosion after two and a half 
hours of tense watching and 
listening before TV and radio 
sets. 
Fans watched and listened 
to the game in restaurants, 
bars, display windows, homes, 
cars and parking lots across the 
city. 
As the game progressed and 
pitcher Lew Burdette clung to 
his shutout, the comments flew 
faster: “If Lew wins this one, 
he’ll really be a hero around 
here.” 
“Burdette 
could 
be 
mayor if we had an election 
tomorrow.” “Wait ’til you see 
Wisconsin avenue tonight.” 
In the ninth, tension grew 
as Burdette got one out and 
Bill Skowron came up. 
He 
fouled a strike and then lined 
the ball toward third. 
Third 
baseman Eddie Mathews back- 
handed it. 
Cheers 
rocked the 
place. 
Outside 
the 
sirens 
b e g a n 
«creaming. 
The 
noise 
grew 
until 
it 
sounded like New Year’s eve. 


in the third inning to go on and 
score four runs. That turned 
out to be the ball game. 
Kubek, a native of Milwau­ 
kee and earlier a Yankee hero, 
could have gotten New York 
out of the decisive inning when 
he picked up a perfect double­ 
play ground ball off the bat 
of Johnny Logan, but instead 
he fired wildly to second base. 


ONLY BREAK 
That was the only break 
the Braves needed, for instead 
of the side being retired they 
had two men on base with only 
one out. They went on to knock 
Don Larsen out of the box and 
score all the runs they needed 
to win. 
So Larsen had to take the 
rap, one year and two days 
after he had pitched the first 
perfect game in World Series 
history, althought it wasn’t all 
his fault. 
For Burdette it was a bril­ 
liant triumph; for the Yan­ 
kees, it was an unusual defeat, 
a game they lost because of 
their own shortcomings in the 
field. 


NEVER IN GAME 
Those shortcomings robbed 
manager Casey Stengel of a 
record-tying 
seventh 
World 
Series triumph, but the way 
Burdette pitched, the Yankees 
never were in the ball game af­ 
ter that big third inning. 
Unusual for them, the Yan­ 
kees committed three official 
errors, and three more that 
didn’t show in the box score. 
And at the end, it was a last 
minute substitution by Stengel 
which could have made the dif­ 
ference. 
After posting his starting 
lineup in the Yankee dugout, 
he decided at the last minute 
to put Mickey Mantle in center- 
field. 


SWITCHED LINEUP 
Originally 
he 
had 
Kubek 
playing center with veteran 
Andy Carey at third base. But 
when Mantle reported, after 
taking batting practice, that he 
could play, Stengel switched 
his lineup—put in Mantle, took 
out Carey and put Kubek at 
third.

thudding sound” shortly after 
7 o’clock last night. 


The collapse, caused by an 
accumulation of tons of water, 
ruined some $30,000 worth of 
stock in the furniture store. 
The new building was complet­ 
ed last January 
by 
Swanson 
Construction Co. Grand open­ 
ing was in,February. 
No customer was in the store 
when the center portion of the 
roof gave way. Three employ­ 
ees were at the rear: 
James 
Kingsley, a salesman, and Wil­ 
liam Kiner and Ron Meehan, 
warehouseman. 
They 
stayed 
near the rear*wall and escaped 
injury. 
City Building Inspector Clif­ 
ford Monk today estimated the 
roof damage at $5,000 to $6,000.

“Apparently there were no 
overflows installed in the 
parapet roof,”

Big Fireball Lights 
Up Western Skies; 
Believed Meteor

Air 
Defense Command at Colorado 
Springs, Colo., said today it be­ 
lieved h 
huge fireball that 
hurtled across 
the 
pre-dawn 
skies of five Western states was 
a meteor. 
Command officials said an 
Air Force investigating team 
would be flown immediately to 
the 
northeastern 
Utah 
site 
where the 
object 
apparently 
crashed shortly after 3 a.m. 
PST. 
The command confirmed re­ 
ports the mysterious fiery ob­ 
ject narrowly missed hitting a 
Navy plane in an area near the 
Colorado-Utah 
border» 
but 
•said it could not identify the 
pilot or where the plane was 
based. 


NOT SATELLITE 
Command 
officials 
joined 
several Eastern scientists in 
ruling out the possibility the 
fireball was part of the Russian 
satellite l a u n c h i n g rocket. 
Other military spokesmen in 
this area rejected the possibil­ 
ity it was a runaway missile. 
“This is a period of heavy 
meteor activity,” said one Air 
Force 
official at the Air De­ 
fense Command. 
A W estern Airlines pilot, 
Capt. Joe Seday of Los Angeles, 
said he saw the object while 
flying over southeastern Wy­ 
oming. He said a few moments 
later he talked by radio with 
the pilot of the unidentified 
Navy plane, which had the re­ 
ported near-collision with the 
object. 


MANY SAW IT 
The Air Defense Command 
said it had a list “a mile long” 
of people who had spotted the 
object. Some described it as a 
bright red fireball. Others said 
it looked like a “white moon” 
with a blue flame tail. 
The object is believed to 
have crashed east of Vernal, 
Utah, near the Colorado bor­ 
der. 
The object was seen in scat- 


Wyoming, South Dakota, Mon­ 
tana and Utah. 
W itnesses 
at 
Vernal 
said 
they saw an object that “look­ 
ed like the moon— white with 
a blue flame that pulsed like 
a heart” disappear behind low 
hills 20 to 30 miles east of the 
city. Searchers were sent into 
the vicinity immediately. 
Some speculated the object 
was a guided 
missile gone 
astray. However, an Air Force 
spokesman at the Missile De­ 
velopment Center near Alamo­ 
gordo, N. M , said no missiles 
were in the air at the time the 
fireball was reported.

WASHINGTON Ufi— The El­ 
senhower administration today 
ordered an end to fingerprint­ 
ing for virtually all visitors to 
the United States.

Under them, visitors could 
come here from the Soviet Un­ 
ion, which has complained for 
years against the fingerprint­ 
ing requirem ents, without be­ 
ing fingerprinted.

All 45 crewmen of the Sau- 
salito-built Navy tanker Mis­ 
sion San Miguel, wrecked on a 
Hawaiian reef, have been res­ 
cued, the Navy reported today 
from Honolulu. 
The Mission San Miguel was 
on the way to be “‘put out to 
pasture,” after almost exactly 
14 years of service, when she 
struck Maro Reef. 750 miles 
northwest of Honolulu, Tues­ 
day night. 


LAUNCHED IN 1943 
She was launched at Marin- 
ship Oct. 31, 1943, according 
to George Keeney of Sausalito, 
public relations manager of 
Bechtel Corp., which operated 
the Marinship yards. She was 
christened by the late Mrs. 
John W. Hardie of Mill Valley, 
whose husband was a Marin- 
ship executive. 
The run which ended in dis­ 
aster was to have been her last. 
She was sailing in ballast 
from Guam to Seattle for in 
activation, manned by a 45- 
member civilian crew recruited 
by the Joshua Handy Corp., 
when she hit the reef at full 
15-knot speed. 


LISTS TO PORT 
Her cargo tanks were split, 
her engine room flooded. The 
ship listed dangerously to port. 
Capt. Perry K. Countryman 
of Long Beach said he hoped 
to keep his crew aboard until 
salvage 
ships 
reached 
the 
scene, United Press reported 
from Honolulu. But when dark­ 
ness neared yesterday and the 
list became more critical, he 
ordered them to abandon ship. 
All were taken aboard the 
LST 664. which had been stand­ 
ing by^he Navy-chartered 22,- 
000-ton vessel during part of 
its 22-hour ordeal on the reef, 
the Navy reported. 


STANDING BY 
The LST was to stand by un­ 
til rescue ships could reach 
Maro Reef to attempt salvage 
Then the survivors were to be 
taken to Pearl Harbor. 
In its original distress mes­ 
sage, the tanker radioed it had 
run aground on Laysan Reef. 
Search planes found nothing at 
Laysan. 
About 12 hours later, the 
vessel was located on Maro, 
about 45 miles northwest of 
Laysan. Captain Countryman 
said the tanker had been run­ 
ning without a navigational fix 
for 56 hours because of over­ 
cast skies. 
There was no word as to 
whether any of the crewmen, 
recruited at Los Angeles, had 
been injured.

Of Eastern 


Beer Sought 


SACRAMENTO (IP)—What is 
Eastern beer? Officials of the 
state Department of Alcoholic 
Beverage Control would like to 
know — so presumably would 
California’s beer drinking pub­ 
lic, which must pay up to five 
cents a bottle extra for the 
stuff. 


It used to be that Eastern 
beer was brewed in the East, 
probably 
Milwaukee 
or 
St. 
Louis, and Western beer was 
brewed in the West. Now it 
isn’t that simple. The larger 
“Eastern” companies have op­ 
ened branches in California, 
but some still would like to col­ 
lect the premium price for 
their product. 


CLASH ON RULING 


Representatives of brewer­ 
ies, both “East” and “West,” 
clashed yesterday over a pro­ 
posed ABC Department ruling 
which would have prohibited 
advertising “ by direct state­ 
ment or inference, that any 
beer manufactured in Califor­ 
nia is an Eastern beer.” 
Department Director Russell 
S. Munro explained that the 
rule, which if adopted would 
have the weight of law, would 
not 
prevent 
brewers 
from 
charging a higher price for 
their product, but it would stop 
them from saying it was more 
expensive because it was an 
“ Eastern Beer.” 
The proposal was attacked 
by Frank Roberts, an attorney 
for a San Francisco brewery 
(Hamms) which advertises that 
its product possesses an “ East­ 
ern flavor.” 


NOT MISLEADING 


Roberts said an ad was not 
misleading if it contended that 
a beer had Eastern properties 
provided it did not say the 
beer was imported from the 
East. 
However, Roberts’ stand was 
opposed by representatives of 
three California b r e w e r i e s 
(Regal Pale, Falstaff and Lucky 
Lager).

They feel that Soviet Com­ 
munist boss Nikita Khrushchev 
is not seriously interested in 
reaching any such agreement 
at this time.

Touch Of 
Home At 
Mess Hall 
By LARRY LOVETT 
Capt. L. E. Wadman of Al­ 
monte will satisfy a long-time 
yen this winter: He’ll hunt the 
biggest game of all, elephants, 
in the jungles of Africa. 
His safari, on which he’ll 
leave Oct. 21, won’t be limited 
to elephant hunting, though. 
He hopes also to bag rhinoc­ 
eros, lions, buffalo, leopards 
“and a few ether miscellane­ 
ous animals.” 
What sets the bachelor ex- 
sea captain apart from others 
who hunt big game in Africa 
—aside from taking his first 
safari at the age of 62— is 
that Captain Wadman makes 
his own guns. In an immaculate 
shop on the lower floor of his 
home at 4 Morningsun avenue, 


he fashions all manner of fire­ 
arms for his use. 
Captain Wadman arrived 
in Marin in 1906 after the 
fire 
and 
earthquake 
and 
built the house he now lives 
in, high on a hill above Tam- 
alpais High School. 
“The 
view 
is 
getting 
cluttered 
now” he complains. 
“Too 
many houses and the trees 
are growing too tali.” 
He received*his first ticket 
as a ship’s master in 1920 and 
later joined the steamboat in­ 
spection service. When World 
War II came along, the call of 
deep water was strong, so he 
again went to sea as a Coast 
Guard officer, again command­ 
ing a freighter. He retired at 
the end of the war as a com­ 
mander. 
“I haven’t been to Africa 
since the ’30s,” he says, “and 
even then it was only at the 
coast.” He adds, though, that 
“I’ve always had a terrific yen 
to hunt in the depths of Africa 
and now I'm going.” 
Captain Wadman says that 
every year since the war, he 
has hunted in eastern British 
Columbia, where he finds elk. 
moose, goats, sheep and occa­ 
sionally grizzly bears. 
Captain Wadman has plan- ' 
ned his trip since spring. 
He will fly “over the top” 
to London, where he plans 
to spend two days. His next 
jump is to Rome and on to 
Khartoum and then to Nai­ 
robi. He will then travel over­ 
land to Arusha, the largest 
city in the British colony of 
Tanganyika, which will be 
the starting point of the sa­ 
fari. 
Using a “hunting car” and a 
truck, Captain Wadman, 
the 
only hunter, will have a guide 
and 14 natives who will act 
as porters and bearers on the 
two-month trip into “darkest 
Africa.” 
He plans to cover 
around 1.400 miles and will not 
return to Marin until after 
Christmas. 
“That way, I get away from 
all this silly Christmas card 
business,” he says. 
Captain 
Wadman adds that on the sa­ 
fari itself, he does not expect 
to see any civilization except 
perhaps a few small native vil* 
lages. 
Asked what the outcome of 
such a trip might be, Captain 
Wadman 
said 
nonchalantly 
that “much of the meat will be 
consumed by the natives. I will 
sell any ivory I can get from 
the tusks of rhinoceros and 
there are two taxidermists in 
Nairobi who will mount any 
heads I may want.”

AFTER-BURNJER BLASTS 
Some 'Sonic 
Booms' Aren't 


By WAYNE A. CLARK 


Have you heard a sonic boom 
lately? Chances are it wasn't 
a sonic boom at all. 
Air Force officers at Hamil­ 
ton Field claim that most of 
the “sonic booms” complained 
of by startled civilians are jet 
after-burner blasts. At close 
range, the after-burner blast 
causes a report as loud, but 
not as sharp as a genuine son­ 
ic boom. 
After-burners are thrown in­ 
to use to give jets an added 
burst of speed. Raw fuel is in­ 
jected 
into 
superheated 
ex­ 
haust from the jet engine. The 
resulting 
combustion 
gives 
greatly increased thrust to the 
engine and a loud report. 
After-burners are used ordi­ 
narily in takeoff and steep 
climbs, and sometimes in level 
flight when an added burst of 
speed is needed. 
The report is not so sharp as 
a genuine sonic boom. 
The 
sound trails off gradually as 
the jet speeds into the dis­ 
tance. 
After-burners flashed on by 
a swooping jet can cause doors 
and 
windows to rattle, Air 
Force men say. 
The genuine sonic boom’s 
charper report often is not so 
loud, by the time it reaches 
the earth from high altitude, 
as the after-burner boom. Jet 
craft 
flying 
at 
supersonic 
speeds seldom fly at low alti­ 
tude because it is hazardous, 
Air Force pilots point out. 
Sound waves detached from 
a supersonic jet at high alti­ 


tude and hurtled toward the 
ground under ordinary atmos­ 
pheric 
conditions 
will 
lose 
much of their magnitude be 
fore they reach the ears of 
earthlings. 
However, It is obvious from 
published reports that the gen­ 
uine sonic boom occasionally 
hits ground with full force and 
sends multitudes of civilians 
scurrying to their telephones to 
inquire of police, fire depart­ 
ments and newspapers: 
“What happened?”

WASHINGTON 
IIP'—Marion 
B. Folsom, secretary of health, 
education and welfare, said to­ 
day Americans can deal paraly­ 
tic polio a "knockout” blow 
within the year by using the 
Salk vaccine now on hand. 
He warned that millions of 
persons under 40 who have not 
been vaccinated “are needless­ 
ly risking disability or even 
death.” 
Folsom and Surgeon Gen­ 
eral Leroy E. Burney report­ 
ed a “dramatic” reduction— 
80 per cent—in the number 
of paralytic polio cases dur­ 
ing the past two years. 
They said there were 1.576 
cases of paralytic polio so far 
this year, compared with 5,241 
in the same period last year 
and 7,886 during the corres 
ponding 1955 period. 
Only 63 cases were reported 
among the 28 million persons 
who received all three polio 
shots, and NOT all of these 
have been confirmed. 
Folsom said in a statement 
that Salk vaccine, while NOT 
the sole cause of the sharp de 
cline in the incidence rate 
played a “major part” in the 
accomplishment. 
He said those who have 
not been vaccinated should 
arrange to get their shots 
now when supplies are plen­ 
tiful so they will get the 
triple-dose protection before 
the next polio season begins 
next spring.

“Today, with steadily increas­ 
ing supplies of Salk vaccine, 
the means are at hand.” 
If supplies on hand are used, 
he added, “It is possible to give 
paralytic polio a knockout blow 
within the next year.” 
Folsom said more than 37 
million Americans under 40 
have received NO vaccine pro­ 
tection at all while another 44 
million have taken only one 
or two shots of the necessary 
three. 
It would be a “tragedy,” he 
said, if the vaccine remains 
unused 
because 
of 
public 
apathy. 
Burney 
presented 
a 
fact 
sheet showing that 25 of the 
67 million persons in the prior­ 
ity one group— those under 20 
and expectant mothers—have 
received all three shots. An­ 
other 22 million have received 
two shots, 11 million have had 
one, and nine million none at 
all. 
The health official said spec­ 
ial attention should be given 
to vaccinations for teen-agers.

Children Pass Smokers As 


Cause Of Most Grass Fires 


There can be few people in Marin 


County not today conscious of the dam­ 
age which a fire can do. It was not so 
many weeks ago that San Rafael s down­ 
town holocaust lighted the entire county 
and attracted sight-seers from all over 
the Bay area. 
So this week. Fire Prevention Week, 


there should be a much wider dedica­ 
tion to fire prevention than in similar 
weeks in years gone by. 
Actually, we in Marin have been do­ 
ing a better job of fire prevention in 
recent years. Records of the county fire 
department, for example, show that in 
the last 12 months the county depart­ 
ment answered 303 fire calls of all 
types. 
This was about a 25 per cent 


reduction over the previous year when 
there were 387 fire calls, and still more 
as compared with 1955 when there were 
437. 


Even so, there is disquieting news. 


Cigarettes and matches, usually blamed 
for the majority of grass and brush 


fires, runs second this year to another 
cause—children. 
Of the 103 grass fires which the coun­ 
ty department was called upon to ex­ 
tinguish this year, 47 of them were 
caused by children, according to Fire 
Chief Charles Reilley. This compares 
with only 33 fires by smokers and only 
23 from all other causes. 
San Rafael’s big blaze also was the 


result of children playing with fire. 
Our fire departments throughout the 


county are recognizing this fact. They 
are increasing their educational pro­ 
grams, urging schools and other groups 
to visit the fire houses, more effective 
than the firemen visiting the schools. 
But they also need the help of the 


parents. If Marin’s fathers and mothers 
would do only one thing, help their 
children to be fire-safe, Fire Prevention 
Week would be a success. Parents can 
do more, however. They can also check 
their homes for fire hazards and insure 
their own safety through elimination of 
the common causes of fires. We hope 
they will do both.

city schools. He tells us that 
of the 1,632,798 members in 
the California Congress over- 
one-third or more than 550,- 
000 are men.

Each P-TA unit is autono­ 
mous. There is no such thing 
as “an encrusted superstruc­ 
ture of confining organiza­ 
tional 
procedures and 
de­ 
tailed p r o g r a m demands.” 
The entire program of the 
California Congress is so tre­ 
mendous that very few units, 
if any, could undertake to do 
it all. It is their privilege to 
evaluate the program and 
choose how much of it they 
can do. The help offered each 
officer 
and 
chairman 
by 
council, district and state of­ 
ficers is unbounding. 
As for the bigger issues, 
this 
September the Marin 
C o u n t y P-TA Scholarship 
Committee assisted four out­ 
standing high school gradu­ 
ates to enter college. This has 
been going on for years. Ten 
cents from the membership 
dollar is put into a scholar-' 
ship fund for this purpose. 
The California Congress also 
has a big scholarship and stu­ 
dent loan program financed 
through the purchase of Hon­ 
orary Life Memberships. 
In the fields of voter edu­ 
cation for new schools, 
teacher recruitment, bicycle 
safety, recreation, legislation 
and many other large areas 
dealing with children, the ef­ 
fort of the P-TA is well re­ 
spected and unsurpassed. In 
union there is strength. Iso­ 
lated groups of parents’ clubs 
couldn’t begin to have the 
same result. 
It is true that the job of 
P-TA unit president is a de­ 
manding one, but the rewards 
are much greater than the de­ 
mands. Since Sleepy Hollow 
objected to attending the out­ 
side meetings, let us see just 
how many of these there are 
to attend. There are five 
council meetings, four council 
board meetings, and four dis­ 
trict meetings; Northbay is 
two days and state convention 
three days making 18. There

BEVAN TURNS RIGHT 
Top British Hot Head 


Seems To Be Cooling

i 
Aneurin Bevan, long the 
No. 1 “hot head” of the Brit­ 
ish Labor Party, has taken a 
strong turn to the right. 
In doing so, Bevan seems 
to have pulled the rug out 
from under the entire Labor- 
ite left wing, of which he has 
been for years the leader. 
Bevan’s radical change of 
attitude was made apparent 
last week at the 56th annual 
conference 
of 
the 
Labor 
Party. 


FOR ONE THING, he was 
given the credit for insuring 
the defeat of a resolution 
which would have pledged 
any future labor government 
to ban the testing, manufac­ 
ture and use of nuclear weap­ 
ons even if other countries 
did not. 
In an impassioned speech, 
Bevan said that for Britain to 
take action alone might in­ 
crease, not decrease the dan­ 
ger of a third world war and 
might lead to Britain’s de­ 
struction in a war between 
the United States and Soviet 
Russia. 
Bevan, his party’s leading 
orator, said he had formed 
his opinion only after “a lot 
of agonizing thinking.” 


“ 1 AM DEEPLY convinced 
that the resolution . . . might 
liabe disastrous consequences 
throughout the world,” he 
said. 
Cries of “Shame” came fre­ 
quently from his outraged 
fellow leftists. 
Bevan’s 
altered 
attitude 
means that a long split in 
the Labor Party is being 
closed. Apparently he and 
party leader Hugh Gaitskell, 
a 
right-winger, 
intend 
to 
work together from now on. 
One reason for Bevan's 
swing te the right is that h t 


has been promised the post 
of foreign secretary if and 
when the Laborites get back 
into power. 
Another is that the Labor­ 
ites are convinced they can 
win a general election now— 
a conviction that is shared 
by a good many Britons. 


THERE MIGHT BE another 
reason in the new surge of 
Liberal Party activity largely 
due to a big increase in tha 
Liberal vote in recent by- 
elections for individual vacan­ 
cies in the House of Com­ 
mons. 


A strongly united, moder­ 
ate Labor Party would make 
it much more difficult for the 
Liberals to make a comeback. 


Of the 630 seats in the 
House of Commons, Prime 
Minister Harold MacMillan’s 
Conservative Party has 340 
seats, the Laborites have 278 
and the Liberals five. Mac­ 
Millan can depend on the 
votes of two additional Con­ 
servative 
independents 
on 
most issues.

Business subject to the tax 
hit $5,079,265,000 for the three 
months. 
The record, and the only 
other time a quarter has gone 
over five billion, is $5,346.626,- 
000 for th« last quarter of 1956. 
STATE REVENUE 
This spending brought in 
$152,377.950 in taxes to the 
state, the Board of Equalization 
said yesterday.

Apparel sales 12.9 per cent 
over the samo quarter in 1956.

Foreign Car 


Sales Going 


Up In U.S. 


DETROIT (IP) — Americans 
this year will buy twice as 
many foreign cars as they did 
last year—the little midgets 
that scoot around the suburbs 
and run from 30 to 60 miles on 
a gallon of gas. 
Auto makers concede it is 
one of the most significant 
trends in the industry, but 
there is considerable disagree­ 
ment whether American man­ 
ufacturers should enter the 
field themselves. 
Sales of small European cars 
in 1957 will total something 
like 180,000. It is interesting 
to note that is about the same 
figure the new Edsel will be 
shooting for its first year. 


MARKET FLOODED 
Hundreds of dealers who 
have American car franchises 
now are handling foreign car 
lines. 
Names unknown a few years 
ago are becoming familiar— 
Volkswagen, Renault, Anglia, 
M-G, Metropolitan, Austin Hea- 
ly, 
Jaguar, 
Simca, 
Hillman 
Minx, Mercedes-Benz, Trium­ 
ph, 
Morris 
Minor, 
Porsche, 
Volo, Opel, Vauxhall, Citroen. 
The big questions for the 
auto executives are “why” 
and “what”: Why are people 
buying 
them 
and 
what 
should American firms do 
about It? 
One dealer who has talked 
about the “why” is Preston M. 
Marble, head of Sports Car, 
Inc., in Denver. Marble points 
out that the foreign cars must 
be broken down distinctly into 
the preceision built (and not 
inexpensive) sports car and the 
economy car. 


FADDIST APPROACH 
Marble can sell an economy 
foreign car in Denver for $1,- 
800. That is $400-3500 under 
the very cheapest American 
model. The sports car buyer, 
on the other hand, is seeking 
styling and exclusiveness, and 
it is this “faddist” approach 
which perturbs American com­ 
panies. 
But economy is not a fad. 
It is what has led General Mo­ 
tors to start importing the Opel 
and Vauxhall from Germany 
and England. Ford brought in 
the Anglia from England and 
is reported bringing in the 
Taunus next year from Ger­ 
many.

CHICAGO (IP)—Red and white 
packages help sell cigarettes. 
Tail 
fins

sales. Cutting the price of a 
beer might reduce the sales. 
These are some of the find­ 
ings of 
motivation 
research. 
Here are others: 
Women don’t like triangles. 
Most people like ovals. People 
who drive dilapidated cars fre­ 
quently have marked inferior­ 
ity complexes. 
Martin J. Corcoran, a lead­ 
ing exponent of the "depth in­ 
terview” in determining what 
people will buy. was the man 
who found out about the dilapi­ 
dated cars. 
Corcoran's firm, Advisers in 
Management, was retained to 
t o study consumer attitudes 
toward repair garages. His in­ 
terviewers asked each subject 
to draw a picture of a car. 
All the drawings fell into 
three major types. There was 
the long, sleek job with all 
sorts of doo-dads. This was the 
car of the exhibitionist. The 
survey 
showed 
he 
wouldn t 
spend money on an engine 
overhaul or repairs that would 
not show. He’d rather trade for 
a new car. 
Another type of drawing re­ 
sembled a Sherman tank. The 
windows were narrow slits. The 
car was massive. The owner 
obviously was trying to build a 
wall around himself. 
“This was the car of the sus­ 
picious, almost paranoid, per­ 
son,” Corcoran said. “The kind 
who is sure the garage is trying 
to gouge 
him on the repair 
bill.” 


TOKYO Ufi — The longest 
building in Toklo is a road— 
and the city’s only expressway 
is a building. 
This Oriental paradox is the 
result of combining a two-story 
building with an elevated high­ 
way; the road runs on the roof 
and the building curves as dic­ 
tated by the course of the road. 
Arising from the bed of a 
drained canal, the building­ 
highway will run for almost a 
mile through the 
heart of 
downtown Tokyo. 


CHARGE OF PROFITEERING 
Begun in 1953, the project 
now is scheduled for comple­ 
tion next year — one year late. 
It has been dubbed “the long 
castle of profits,” and made the 
object of loud criticism and 
public investigations. 
A private firm headed by 
Minoru Higuchi is building it. 
When completed, the building 
—interrupted by six bridges 
carrying its roof-road over in­ 
tersections—will provide some 
650,000 square feet of rentable 
space. 
Higuchi’s firm is collecting 
eight dollars per square foot 
as a “loan” from tenants, reim­ 
bursable in 15 years at a low 
interest rate. 
$5 MILLION LOAN 
It is estimated that the total 
“loans” will amount to five mil­ 
lion dollars. Annual r e n t s 
charged users will bring in 
$800,000. Estimated total con­ 
struction cost is seven million 
dollars. 
Despite its location in the 
heart of the downtown area 
where land is more precious 
than gold, the city of Tokyo is 
paid only a small rent for use 
of the land, which, as a one­ 
time canal, is public property. 
Higuchi’s company started 
with a paid capital of $33,000 
and its shares are held by 39 
stockholders, 
including 
th e 
presidents of two giant Tokyo 
department stores, the presi- - 
dent of a large radio station, 
and president of two of Japan’s 
largest newspapers. 
Takehisa Hayashi, a director 
of the company, denies charges 
of high profits. 


“Look around you,” he says, 
waving a hand at the com­ 
pany’s drab and crowded two- 
room office. “We don’t even 
have an electric fan here. That 
should prove to you that we 
are not making money. We 
only rent the office space in 
order to be able to provide the 
elevated highway as a free pub­ 
lic service. 
“Another proof that we are 
not trying to make money is 
that we will turn over the high­ 
way to Tokyo city as soon as it 
pays for itself, at the latest in 
35 years.” 
Last month a section of the 
road ending at Sukayabashi 
Bridge, the real heart of Tokyo, 
was completed and a 200-yard- 
long all air-conditioned smart 
shopping arcade opened for 
business 


The company rented this sec 
tion to the Ginza Shopping 
Center Assn. which has leased 
space to some 80 swanky cof- 
fe-bars, tea parlors, dressmak­ 
ers, restaurants, camera, sta 
tionery, sporting goods and 
other specialty shops. 
While construction of the 
new highway has created criti­ 
cism and some scandal, no one 
argues that the shopping cen­ 
ter and elevated highway are 
anything but a great asset to 
this metropolis which claims to 
be the world’s largest city. 
This is also the view of the 
city planners who visualize this 
short-mile elevated highway as 
a model and link in a five-road 
elevated network to be con­ 
structed at an expected cost of 
200 million dollars in the next 
10 years.
